The body 
was borne from the house by eight 
non-commissioned officers of infantry, 
and placed upon a flag-draped artillery 
caisson. 
Squadron C and a uetail of 
the Second buttery of artillery escort­ 
ed the body, and on the M anhattan 
side of the bridge the Sev enty-first reg­ 
iment, New York National Guard, in 
full dress uniform, was draw n up.

the caisson. 
The church edifice was 
thronged. Seats had been reserv ed for 
members of the Southern society, t tie 
Confederate Veteran 
association, the 
Society of the W ar of 1812, sev eral 
other organizations and the personal 
friends of tlir®1 family. 
Reserv ations also had been made for 
the honorary pall bearers, the staff of 
General Frederick 1» . Grant, U. S. A., 
and the officers of the escort.
